If the trend of buying in other 
ficids is followed in nursery purchases 
during the season ahead, orders are 
likely to be somewhat smaller in size 
So the nurseryman 
maintain his volume of business must 
sell to more customers. 


who desires to 


As advertising to the public was 
neglected by most nurserymen in the 
prosperous postwar years, there is an 
excellent prospect that new 
tomers may be developed now by 
timely sales effort. Unless he has more 
business than he can handle, every 
retail nurseryman can afford to send 
at least one circular or letter each sea- 
son to the prospective new customers 
in his area. Of course, a productive 


cus- 


sales campaign would require more 
than that minimum, plus some other 
forms of advertising and selling. But 
effort must be made to bring in new 
buyers, because an important  per- 
centage of the old ones are lost by 
death, change of residence and other 
causes. 

Equally important is attention to 
the old customers, who are too often 
sadly neglected. When a homeowner 
buys a good order of stock from your 
nursery, or has a planting job done, 
he certainly should be invited to come 
again. In fact, the same is true of the 
lowliest buyer, who may just have 
sampled your merchandise or service. 
Those persons who have bought from 
you in the past year are your top 
notch prospects for further orders. 
There is every reason for their re- 
turning to you for future purchases, 
provided you have treated them well 
in the past. But even the most satis 
fied customers can be lured away by 
i persuasive salesman or by the at 
tractive advertising of a competitor, 
particularly if he has had no word 
from you since he paid his bill 


Many firms, in all walks of busi 
ness, are so intent upon increasing 
sales volume by winning new cus 
tomers that they pay little attention 
to the old. Both groups are important

Concurrently, and consequently, 
there has been a demand for speak- 
ers to appear before the garden or 
ganizations and for writers to con- 
tribute to magazines and newspaper 
garden columns. The number of pro 
fessional writers on horticultural 
topics has been altogether too few 
to supply the amount of material re- 
quired. Morcover, the fact that many 
of the professional writers spend 
more time at their typewriters and 
kindred pursuits than in the garden 
is not lost on the editors seeking 
authentic information for their pub 
lications 

Though they have a lifetime of 
experience and wide knowledge to 
draw upon, most nurserymen in the 
past have been reluctant to double as 
cither lecturers or writers. Repeated 
invitations have induced some of 
them to make the effort, and they 
have found it an excellent way to 
improve their sales contact with the 
local public. The more fluent ones 
have found bookings so numerous 
that they sometimes have to limit 
their engagements, particularly in the 
busy season, so as to be able to at- 
tend to their business of earning a 
living. A few have found it possible 
to charge for their services as lec- 
turers or writers, which is all to the 
good. 

The talent which any nurseryman 
may have for providing the public 
with authentic information and ad 
vice should not be hidden. The rea- 
son is in part altruistic. Aside from 
the prestige which it may give the 
nurseryman locally, the opportunity 
to assist the public with practical, 
up-to-date and authentic counsel is 
an opportunity to help commercial 
horticulture as a whole, as well as to 
make America beautiful and 
fruitful, or more currently “to plant 
America.”

WITH MONTHLY 
STATEMENTS.

Yet the practice must pay, or 
such stores would not follow it. In 
deed, they keep records, in many in 
ascertain just what re 
sponse comes from the enclosures 
The business resulting runs into con 
siderable figures.

PLANNED SHADE. 

The saying “Everybody — talks 
about the weather, but nobody ever 
does anything about it” may 
hecome outmoded what with drop 
ping dry ice from airplanes to make

At least one city believes that 


trees to be among the best climati 
conditioners, for Mayor James Farns 
ley of Louisville, Ky., plans to use 
part of the $10,000 tree-planting item 
in the city budget for planting trees 
only on the south and west sides of 
the streets so they will give shade 
where it will do the most good. Be 
sides affording some relief from the 
heat, the trees are expected to slow 
down the movement of dust and soot 
and the passage of noise 
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Coldframes Convert to Slat Houses 


During the past years a number 
of versions of coldframes have been 
built here, including poured concrete 
frames and others made of l-inch or 
114-inch rough lumber treated with 
creosote. After trying out several of 
these ideas, we built three coldframes 
of 4x8x16-inch cement blocks, with 
steel top frames and sash rails. These 
concrete-block coldframes 
than other well built wooden frames 
or poured concrete frames, mainly 
because they require considerably 
less labor. 

Much of the work, other than the 
actual laying of the blocks and weld 
ing, was done by handy men here on 
the nursery at odd times. Probably 
more time was spent on the first of 
the three frames than on either of 
the other two, because there were 
some things to be learned about such 
construction work. 


cost less 


The average cost was approximate- 
ly $725 for each of the three, inclu 
sive of sash, paint, excavation, metal, 
block, laying block, welding, ete. 

Removing stock from coldframes 
and placing it in slat houses always 
come at a time of the year when 
other work is pressing. In the case 
of these frames, however, it is not 
necessary to remove the stock from 
the coldframes as the weather warms. 
Instead, the plants can be left in po 
sition in the frames, and the frames 
converted to shade houses by simply 
removing the sash and _ replacing 
these sash with shades. 

While we did make the sash for 
these frames ourselves, they are 
standard 3x6 feet in size, and we 
made the shades 3x3 feet. Thus the 
shades can be of light material and

will not need to be strongly rein- 

forced to keep them from being 

broken in handling, as would be the 
case if they were 3x6 feet. 

The frames can be made in any 
length desired and any depth pre 
ferred. The construction details and 
material requirements shown below 
are based on one coldframe approxi 
mately 100 feet in length, accommo 
dating sixty-six coldframe sash; that 
is, thirty-three on each side. The 
steps of construction were worked 
out as follows: 

1. Materials needed for 100 feet 
of frame (for thirty-three sash on 
each side): 
204 lineal 
iron, 
lineal feet 114x1!/44x%-inch an- 
gle iron, 
or 35 lineal feet of ! >-inch re 
inforcing iron, 

68 pieces of 153/4x15/4x3/16-inch T 
iron (buy it saw-cut to 6-foot 
lengths, to provide smooth 
ends), 

66 sash 3x6 feet, 

132 lath shades 3x3 feet. 

2. Excavate to desired depth, and 
pour concrete foundation 8 inches 
wide and 8 inches deep. The foun- 
dation is to be 12 feet 6 inches out 
side to outside, and 101 feet 6% 
inches long, outside to outside, That 
four inches all around for

“crooks” and errors in getting it 
straight and square. (One of ours is 
“square and a little over,” according 
to our chief mechanic.) 

3. Lay 4x8x16-inch cement blocks 
to height desired. The frames illus 
trated are four blocks (thirty-two 
inches) deep. The outside measure 
ments of the blocks laid are 12 feet 
2 inches wide and 101 feet 2% 
inches long. 

4. Set 1%-inch galvanized pipe 
posts in cement (Dig round hole 
twelve inches deep and twelve inches 
in diameter) about every ten feet 
lengthwise of the frame, through the 
center. Pipe posts should have four 
or five inches of under 
them and should be long enough to 
extend about twelve inches above the 
wall level. It was found simplest to 
lay the 2x2 angle irons across the 
walls, and suspend the pipes from 
these with clamps; center and plumb 
the pipes, and pour the cement 
around the base of the pipes to al 
most the frame floor level. Then 
after concrete has hardened, the 
clamps and angle irons are removed 
and a chalk line is drawn across the 
walls to mark level of walls on the 
pipe. The pipe is then cut off ten 
inches above the mark (wall level) 
(See Fig. 1 on the following page.) 

5. The 2x2x%-inch angle irons 
were welded together across the top 
of the posts to form a T iron as a 
ridge. (2x4x%-inch T iron might be 
used, but 2x2x!/-inch angle iron is 
usual stock material and therefore 
low in cost.) Cut one 2-inch angle 
in half, and start with one short and 
one long piece to give maximum 
strength. Use Yg-inch welding rod

and weld strips six inches long every 
two and one-half feet on top, and 
alternate on the bottom. Start end of 
ridge one and three-quarters inches 
over wall from inside of end of block 
wall (see Fig. 4) so that the first 
T iron sash bar will be over but flush 
with inside of end wall. Finish with 
end extending one and three-quarters 


inches over inside of wall. Prop up 
ends of ridge to keep it straight and 
level. 

6. 
l-inch planed lumber around top of 
cement block wall (along sides) and 
lay 14-inch angle iron on_ these 
wooden pieces. (Wood will be re 
moved later.) Weld first 13/4x13/4x 


Place short wooden pieces of 
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14-inch T iron (sash bar rests) to 11/, 
inch angle and to ridge, as shown in 
Fig. 4. If the ridge and 1!/-inch 
angle at plate are in proper position, 
the first sash rest har will be over the 
end wall and flush with the inside of 
this end wall. Next weld into posi 
tion all of the sash rest bars (the 
134x1344x3/16-inch T iron) spacing 
them 36% inches center to center 
(Better double check the spacing 
measurements. ) 

7. Cut the reinforcing rods to 
inch lengths. Bend each slightly with 
a hammer. Weld these reinforcing 
irons (pins) to the 1'4-inch angle 
at plate about four feet apart; the 
top of the pins should be flush with 
the top of the plate (11/-inch angle). 
And the pins should project down into 
the holes in the cement blocks (see 
Fig. 3). Use a stick to force rich mor 
tar cement into the cement block 
holes around pins; after mortar has 
well hardened around the pins, knock 
out the wooden blocks. Then paint 
all of the metalwork, covering it 
first with a coat of red lead and oil, 
and then with two coats of good green 
house paint (before the metal rusts) 

8. Cut cement blocks for gable

Southern Shade Tree Conference 

A talk by Norman Armstrong, 
arborist, White Plains, N. Y., was 
entitled “Why I Do Business in the 
Carolinas.” Mr. Armstrong said that 
he had been doing business in the 
Carolinas for twenty-seven years, 
starting more or less by accident when 
he sent twelve of his men south. He 
did not like his men to loaf, and 
that was one way of keeping them 
busy during the winter months. He 
has continued to work in the Caro 
linas because he enjoys these states 
the people and the community spirit 
The weather is fine for tree work dur 


ing the winter months. Mr. Arm 
strong said that he believed that 
either of the Carolinas had more 


types of trees than any other state 
and mentioned as his favorites live 
oak, Magnolia grandiflora and the 
longleaf pine. He felt that tree work 
in the south was simpler than in 
many other regions. 

The next two scheduled speakers 
were not present, but in place of 
Marvin E. Fowler, of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Beltsville, Md., Dr. E. Richard Toole 
pathologist with the United States 
Department of Agriculture, Ashe 
ville, N. C., discussed the mimosa 
wilt. While the agricultural station 
at Asheville has selected and devel 
oped some stock of resistant varicties, 
there is still a need for a treatment 
for other mimosa trees. Dr. Toole 
said that such a treatment might be 
had in Fermate applied to the soil at 
the rate of 100 pounds to the acre, 
for treatments applied during 1947, 
1948 and 1949 have given good con 
trol. 


Planting and Pruning Hints. 
H. C. Scott, Lookout Mountain, 


Tenn., presented the next paper on 
“Tree Planting and Pruning Hints,” 
which opened on the point that no 
two trees respond in the same way to 
planting or pruning. He recommend 
ed selecting trees for planting from 
open, sunny sites and from medium 
heavy soils. The trees should be 
free from insects and diseases and 
also give the landscape effect desired 

Root-pruning was advocated for 
trees selected from the wild, the same 
us is given nursery-grown trees, Trees 
over five inches in diameter should 
be moved with a ball of soil. The ball 
should be one foot in diameter for 
each three-fourths of an inch in trunk 


diameter. The depth of the ball will 
depend upon the location of the tree 
It will be shallow in moist soil. 

The following are other hints given 
by Mr. Scott regarding planting: 
Know what conditions the particular 
tree needs, and use good soil for the 
backfill. In planting bare-root trees 
spread the roots to avoid the possi 
bility of the development of girdling 
roots later on. Set the trees at the 
same depth as they were previously, 
or a little more shallow in the case 
of large trees. Pack the soil in the 
lower part of the hole firmly, leaving 
the rest of the fill comparatively loose. 
Prune the top to balance the root 
system. Mr. Scott advocates heading 
back bare-root stock but thinning out 
trees moved with a ball of soil. Wrap, 
guy and mulch newly planted trees 

A very important factor attributing 
to the success of the whole operation 
is to give good maintenance for two 
years. Mr. Scott stated that most de 
ciduous trees could be moved at any 
time, with December being the most 
favorable month. Narrow-leaved 
evergreens are best transplanted in 
early fall. 

Speaking briefly of pruning prac- 
tices, Mr. Scott stressed the impor- 
tance of knowing the trees and their 
response to pruning practices. Re- 
moval of deadwood, corrective prun- 
ing and vista cutting are all opera- 
tions that must be practiced. Young 
trees should be given particular at 
tention to see that they are develop 
ing properly. All wounds should be 
painted, but care should be taken to 
avoid getting the paint on the callus

Insect Control. 


Dr. Charles A. Speers, entomolo 
gist with the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture, Asheville, N. C., 
presented a short discussion on 
“Many Tree Insects Now Control- 
lable.” At least 125 new insecticides 
and fungicides are now on the mar- 
ket, but no one material is a cure-all 
A well regulated spray program 
should be developed, depending upon 
such factors as the pest to be con 
trolled, the plant to be sprayed and 
the danger of the spray material to 
human beings. Dr. Speers discussed 
several of the newer insecticides and 
said that one application of DDT to 
the soil should give protection against 
Japanese beetle for five years. Chlor- 
dane should give protection for a 2

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Nurseries Win Flower Show Awards 


WASHINGTON, D. C., HOSTS 
NATIONAL FLOWER SHOW. 


The nation’s capital evidently liked 
its first big-time spring flower show, 
for according to early attendance fig- 
ures of the national flower show held 
March 23 to 29 at Washington, D. C., 
sponsored by the Society of Ameri- 
can Florists, the show drew a satis- 
factory enough attendance to break 
even financially. 

Held at the huge new National 
Guard Armory, a completely open 
space 200x400 feet was available for 
the presentation of gardens and 
other types of displays. The audi- 
torium is matched by few in the 
country as regards permitting free- 
dom in designing a floor plan and 
viewing on the floor and from the 
balconies. The absence of supports 
to interfere in an over-all view and 
the presence of spacious balconies on 
both sides of the armory made it a 
comfortable show to see and enjoy. 

A national committee of the 
S. A. F. and a local executive com 
mittee, under the chairmanship of 
Granville Gude, A. Gude & Sons 
Co., Washington, D. C., managed the 
show. Among those assisting Mr 
Gude were Richard P. White, execu 
tive secretary of the American Asso 
ciation of Nurserymen; Boris V. 
Timchenko, landscape architect, and 
Conrad B. Link, University of Mary 
land. 

An octagonal garden, designed and 
developed by the Associated Bulb 
Growers of Holland, Inc., provided 


the central garden feature. A raised 
center area of the display was com- 
posed of masses of azaleas, surround- 
ed by a wide grass panel. Around 
this were formal beds of approxi- 
mately 20,000 forced bulbs of tulips, 
narcissi and hyacinths, for which 
each variety was clearly labeled. Box- 
wood and dwarf yew edged the ex- 
hibit. 

An authentic old wooden mill and 
millhouse were used for the central 
feature of a garden staged by Alex- 
ander Heimlich, Woburn, Mass. 
Backing and flanking the mill wheel, 
which was in actual operation, was a 
dense planting of conifers and de- 
ciduous materials, with flowering 
dogwoods and landscape types of 
azaleas adding color. Some rare items 
were among the many herbaceous 
species of rock plants surrounding 
the millpool and aptly worked into 
the rock approaches and elevations. 

“A garden through a picture win- 
dow” was the theme used by Green- 
briar Farms, Inc., Norfolk, Va., in 
which an expansive picture window 
opened onto a terrace and garden 
area complete with pool. Plantings 
of hyacinths, primroses and narcissi 
were bordered with azaleas and ca- 
mellias. 

It was not surprising that many 
of the exhibitors used specimens of 
hoxwood in their gardens, as the 
show was located near the heart of 
the boxwood country. The Royal 
Oak Farms, Marion, Va., went all 
the way with the use of the tree, 


presenting an all-boxwood garden 


which was finished off by grass pan- 
els and architectural features. 

Another boxwood garden was 
shown by A. Gude & Sons, Co., 
Washington, D. C., in which large 
specimen plants had been forced 
to give them a light green tinge of 
fresh new growth. Daffodils and na- 
tive yellow azaleas and flowering 
trees brightened the garden which 
was centered about a _ handsome 
piece of statuary. Another garden by 
the same firm was dominated by the 
large masses of colorful specimen 
azalea plants arranged in border 
plantings. Specimen plants of balled 
and burlapped cedrus towered twen 
ty-five feet in height at the back of 
the exhibit to help set off the other 
material, consisting of flowering dog 
wood, pieris and yews. 

A garden corner developed around 
a pool, by Gude Bros. Co., Washing: 
ton, D. C., was backed by huge 
specimens, while the main color was 
provided by azaleas. Other forced 
materials consisted of hyacinths, aza- 
hydrangeas, tulips, forsythias 
and flowering dogwood

The show visitors were charmed 
with the informality of the rose gar- 
den of the Jackson & Perkins Co., 
Newark, N. Y., in which gravel paths 
wound around the variously shaped 
rose beds edged with dwarf boxwood 
Garden furniture, a fountain and a 
pool were part of the exhibit, while 
the final touch was a cage of para- 
keets

Plant breeding was emphasized in 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture’s exhibit, which showed 
some of the new varieties of azaleas, 
garden chrysanthemums., Easter lilies 
rubrum lilies and carnations devel 
oped at the agricultural research 
station at Beltsville, Md.

er show opened as scheduled on 
March 20, at Grand Central Palace.

Objections to sev 
eral aspects of the commercial exhib 
its by the union prevented some ol 
the commercial firms which have 
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been exhibiting for many years from 
staging displays. 

The main show, consisting of 
thirteen main-floor gardens, followed 
the theme of small home plantings, 
while the upper three floors were de- 
voted to educational displays. Peter 
Henderson & Co., New York, re 
ceived the highly contested Bulkley 
medal from the Garden Club of 
America for their 1,000 square foot 
front-yard garden for a smal] home 
This exhibit, designed by Henry 
Aul, landscape architect, was plant- 
ed with annual flowers. Presentation 
of the medal was made to the firm’s 
president, John Fiesler, at the show 
dinner Tuesday evening, March 21, 
at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel 

Daybreak Nurseries, Westport, 
Conn., won the special trophy of 
the New York Florists’ Club and the 
gold medal of the Horticultural So- 
ciety of New York for their 1,000 
square foot garden that was central 
ly located on the main floor. The gar 
den, divided into two sections and 
connected by a wrought-iron sum 
merhouse, received additional atten- 
tion because of the topiary work in 
it. It also contained a large reflection 
pool and a 3-tiered cast-iron fountain 
along with large which 
provided the accents to the garden 

Bobbink & Atkins, East Ruther 
ford, N. J., took a gold medal with 
their 1,000 square foot formal rose 
garden of hybrid teas, floribundas, 
climbers and tree types. A_ spring 
touch was provided by the firm's in- 
formal garden leading into the rose 
garden. Deciduous azaleas, from yel- 
low to copper shades, and hybrid 
rhododendrons and formed

the background. Pieris japonica was 
also included, edged with upright 
yew. 

The International show at New 
York was unusual in its presentation 
of gardens that appear to be built 
into a hillside or in a natural depres 
sion of land, such as the exhibit in 
the rock garden of Don Roehrs, 
Franklin, N. J. In his exhibit, which 
placed first in the 500 square foot 
class, a pool was placed at the foot 
of vertically veined outcroppings of 
stone. The areas rising from the pool 
to the base of the stones were planted 
with Iris cristata, primroses, Bergenia 
cordifolia and armerias. A_ back- 
ground was provided by rhododen- 
drons, and the display was overhung 
by a large pine. 

In the 1,000 square foot class, the 
Roehrs’ garden that won a gold medal 
was an example of a garden cut into 
a slope, with curving brick retaining 
walls terminated in a lawn area 
edged with roses. A life-size figure of 
a boy highlighted the garden that 
was overhung by two fine 20-foot 
Buxus arborescens. 

Turner Bros. Nursery, West Long 
Branch, N. J., presented a garden 
composed of a winding grass path 
between delphinium borders leading 
to a raised terrace. The dominating 
point of the garden was the huge 
holly tree, the foliage of which con- 
trasted with the feathery green of a 
Japanese maple backing a_ statue 
placed on the enclosing wall. 

The crowd attracted to the 
exhibit by the Matinecock Green 
house, Oyster Bay, which won a 
special trophy of the International

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Changing Times in Business 


Business in changing times is an 
engaging topic for discussion. Once a 
businessman realizes he lives in a 
dynamic society, he admits the fact 
that “the good old methods” cannot 
possibly carry on forever with the 
good old results. 

The great challenge of the capi 
talistic economy in which we live is 
that it is always changing and, there 
fore, always challenging. Without 
this continual challenge there would 
be no motivation to look for new and 
better ways of carrying on our busi- 
ness. Without this challenge there 
would be no competition and, there 
fore, no progress. 

It is this kind of thing that has 
made the country great, and yet it 
has made forecasting a precarious 
vocation. 

It is far simpler to forecast the 
business changes in a single business 
than it is to lift the veil of the future 
on a whole country’s progress or lack 
of it for a coming year. Forecasting 
of an individual’s business is based 
upon an intimate knowledge of that 
business as it reacts to economic and 
social trends of an economy. Forecast- 
ing a country’s future is far more dif- 
ficult because it presents the research- 
er with a complicated series of inter- 
related economic and social changes 
whose effects on each other are not 
always clearly perceivable. 

I shall try to look at the chang 
ing business trends and their possible 
effects on the coming year from three 
major vantage points. First, we shall 
look into the long-time trends which 
will affect this economy for many, 
many years to come. Then we shall 
examine the short-term fluctuations 
and after that try to balance them as 
to their potential effect—adversely or 
otherwise—on the coming business 
year. 


Long-term Trends. 


A. The population of the United 
States has continuously increased, 
varying between one and one-tenth 
and one and nine-tenths per cent per 
year. This increase in population is

fundamental, inasmuch as it means 
that there will be more mouths to 
feed, more living space to be pro- 
vided, more household furnishings 
and appliances to be sold, etc. If, as 
it is predicted, the population grows 
to some 180,000,000 by 1975, we shall 
have a country which includes 
25,000,000 more people than it has 
at present. This continuing increase 
is a cornerstone for an expanding 
economy. 

B. The changing proportions in 
the age level of our population is an 
interesting concomitant to its ex 
pansion. In 1925, for example, there 
were some twenty younger persons 
for each person over 65 years 
of age. In 1949 there were only 
twelve younger persons for each in 
dividual over 65 years of age. In 1975 
it is estimated that there will be only 
eight younger persons for each per 
son over 65. 

This aging population will also 
have a long-term effect on business 
As the population growers older, it 
will become more interested in pen- 
sions, insurance, services, increased 
conveniences, etc. 

C. Along with this aging popula 
tion and the unfortunate psychologi- 
cal effect of the last depression, the 
people in this country—rightly or 
wrongly. —have seemingly become ob- 
sessed with the desire for security 
against unemployment, sickness, ac- 
cident and old age. This demand for 
security has and may increase gov- 
ernment control of the economy, 
which might very well result in few- 
er challenges and less motivation to 
expand our business enterprise. 

Moreover, this desire for security 
will show up in increased saving, 
either through forced or voluntary 
deductions in disposable income, 
which could possibly affect the fu 
ture market for goods and services 

D. I heard one economist say re 
cently that one of the characteristics 
of the present-day economy is the in- 
creasing demands of labor. As long 
as labor’s demands are met without 
a proportionate increase in the efh- 
ciency of labor, then prices will re- 
main high. 

E. However, one of the greatest 
economic bulwarks of this country 
has been the continual increase in 
output per man-hour. The American 
businessman has, up to now, always 
been able to increase the efficiency 
of his worker through mechanization 


while allowing his employees more 
time off with a larger take-home pay. 
However, recent demands of labor 
have exceeded the fundamental 
growth in productive efficiency with 
resultant price rises 

Newer Long-term Trends. 


F. Up to now our major sources 
of energy have been coal, oil, water 
power and natural gas. Prior to the 
Civil war nearly all of our work 
energy came from human beings and 
animals, with the afore-mentioned 
sources of power supplying less than 
six per cent of the total. In our pres 
ent period the various kinds of fuel 
and water power contribute more 
than ninety per cent of the energy 
employed. 

Yet today with this increased ex- 
ploitation of several sources of ener 
gy, we may be on the threshold of a 
far more powerful and efficient one 
that is, the source of energy derived 
from nuclear fission. If this becomes 
practicable in the next ten years, | 
would say that the changes in our 
national economy could not be sound 
ly forecast at this time. It is, how 
ever, something that must be regard 
ed by all businessmen concerned with 
changing times. 

G. It is sometimes difficult to de 
cide just what the fundamental ele 
ments are which will affect the long- 
term history of an economy such as 
ours. There is no doubt in my mind 
that you could add many to the ones 
that I have previously mentioned 
There is one more, however, that I 
believe to be important, even though 
it is a relatively recent change. 

When I was an undergraduate 
student in economics, my professors 
told me that our economic system 
rested on three fundamental things: 
Land, labor and capital. Today this 
is no longer holding true, as we must 
add a fourth equally important ele- 
ment—whether we like it or not 
the government. The increase in gov 
ernmental regulation within the 
framework of our economic structure 
has grown steadily from the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century. This 
kind of development never recedes, 
but tends to grow. Therefore, no 
businessman can consider the poten 
tial of his business without carefully 
considering what the government's 
attitude will be toward business, as it 
is reflected in its regulation of inter- 
trade, taxes, controls of the

Plant Notes Here and There 


Because our winters are so cold in 
northern Michigan, I have never 
been able to do much with bamboos; 
so it is heartening to hear of one that 
is hardy in Massachusetts. And I am 
glad to pass along the following note 
from a friend of this column who has 
grown Sasa senanensis for at least 
four years. 

“Sasa senanensis, a new dwarf bam 
hoo from Japan,” he writes, “is suit- 
able for showy locations in sun or 
semishade. So many locations in 
semishade require something better 


than the average shade lover, and 
too few distinctive things are avail- 
able; so I believe this new dwarf 


bamboo gives us something beautiful 
and distinctive. It grows two to two 
and one-half feet tall when estab- 
lished four years and has a rich, 
deep, almost glossy green, palmlike 
foliage, which makes it outstanding, 
and it is a compact plant. Although 
this plant enjoys ordinary soil, it also 
will do well in moist locations, but 
exactly how moist I am not sure, as 
I grow my plants along the edge of 
my pool, where they are most effec- 
tive. Another group growing in the 
nursery is equally at home and equal 
ly effective.” 

Sasa, as you probably know, be- 
longs to the great group of grasses 
conveniently grouped by gardeners 
under the common name _ bamboo. 
Other bamboos which are likely to 
be met with, especially in southern 
gardens, include bambusa, chusquea, 
dendrocalamus, phyllostachys, tham- 
nocalamus and arundinaria, the last 
being found naturally in this country 
as far north as Missouri.

Actually, 
nothing could be farther from the 
truth, for the plant grew freely here 
in almost any well drained soil after 
we took a little to get it estab 
lished. It did here in sun or 
shade, and, though it still appears 
that slight acidity makes for more 
vigorous growth, I am no_ longer 
thoroughly convinced that it is an 
absolute necessity. It makes a tuft of 
long-petioled, usually spatulate leaves,

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be a sun lover in its native Kentucky 
hills, but it must receive more mois 
ture there than we have on this dry 
hill, for it suffered here during the 
hot summer unless given light shade 

According to our experience, S. vir 
ginica is the most erratic of the three 
The brilliant scarlet stars, which are 
produced from June until August, 
are reward enough, however, for the 
little trouble it will take to find the 
plant’s needs for your particular con 
ditions. It did best here in light shade 
in well drained soil on the sterile side 

We now pass to the Old World to 
look at two or three of its better of 
ferings. First alphabetically and close 
to the head of the list in point of 
value comes §S. alpestris. I have dwelt 
on it rather fully before, so need not 
give it extended comment at this time 
except to say that I should place it 
among the dozen best white-flowered 
rock garden plants of easy culture. 

A plant that I had years ago as 
S. pudibunda, which is also known in 
lists as S. quadrifida pudibunda, S. 
quadridentata pudibunda and Helio- 
sperma pudibunda, has about every- 
thing that a really good rock garden 
plant is supposed to have. It is small, 
growing two or three inches tall, the 
threadlike stems being furnished with 
tiny, glossy leaves, making a flat mat 
which insinuates itself between rock in 
a pleasing way. If the garden value of 
a plant is to be measured by the length 
of its blooming season, this catchfly can 
be numbered among the elect. It 
bloomed in our trials from June until 
frost and produced not a few scat 
tered flowers at a time, as is so often 
the case with long-time bloomers, but 
rather a continuous display. As it grew 
here from seeds from at least four 
sources, the flowers were pure white 
when they first opened and later 
changed to pale pink, both colors be 
ing on the same plant simultaneously. 
This point is mentioned because one 
reads in some European lists that the 
flower color is rose-pink. 

The plants do not move easily after 
they have attained much size, but 
they are no trouble at all when han- 
dled while small or in pots, preferably 
rose pots. I did not try it, so far as 
my notes go, in all the situations 
favored by alpine catchflies, so cannot 
pass final judgment on its culture. But 
it did well here on a slight north slope 
among rocks, where it had a cool root 
run and sun during all except the 
middle of the day. 

Although well known, S. maritima 
is all too seldom accepted at its true 
worth. Even if it never flowered, 
which it does, of course, for the long 
period from late May onward, its 
lovely blue-green foliage in compact

tufts would be an ornament in any 
garden. And it is wholly easy to grow, 
thriving in any dry, sunny spot. Its 
double-flowered sort, unlike so many 
doubles among rock plants, is a lovely 
thing, and variety rosea, with pink 
flowers, is useful for variation from 
the typical white. 
Anemone Baldensis. 


A New York reader writes that he 
has tried twice to grow Anemone 
baldensis without success and wonders 
if it is as difficult as it appears or if he 
has fallen down on his cultural prac 
tices. Judging from experience here, I 
suspect the plant is too difficult for 
general distribution, even if the cor 
respondent solves his problem, for it 
requires more care in this climate than 
its beauty warrants. That does not 
mean, however, that it lacks merit, for 
it is a desirable plant for gardens that 
can supply its cultural needs. 

And its cultural needs appear to in 
clude, in this climate of northern 
Michigan at least, a situation in a wet 
moraine, where it can have constant 
root moisture, in well drained soil. 
It is a small thing, growing about four 
inches high, each stem bearing a single 
flower, white inside and reddish be 
low. The Rocky mountain form of 
baldensis, which we formerly knew as 
A. drummondi, is evidently no longer 
considered distinct by most botanists, 
because it is not mentioned in Darnell’s 
recent horticultural monograph of the 
genus. Baldensis and its forms are 
probably best propagated from seeds, 
sowing fresh ones in an outdoor frame 


in fall. 
Lithospermum Oleifolium. 


A recent letter from a North Caro- 
lina friend to whom I sent ten years 
or more ago a plant of the little Span- 
ish gromwell that heads this note high 
ly praises it and prompts a few words 
in the plant’s acclaim. First, though, let 
me say that I do not find Lithosper 
mum oleifolium listed in this country, 
though it is nearly always to be found 
in European lists. Even if it is not 
easy to find, it is not easy to under 
stand how such a lovely little subshrub 
has been so long ignored in this coun 
try. 

Nor is it easy to understand how so 
tiny a shrub, for it did not grow 
over two inches tall in trials here, can 
bloom quite uninterruptedly from 
June to October without using all its 
substance in the process. Coupled with 
a long blooming season is its added 
charm of being easy to grow in sections 
where it is hardy. It needs little more 
than ordinary rock garden treatment. 
Its flowers are typically boraginaceae, 
the family to which it belongs, and in

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VIRGINIA NURSERYMEN 
HOLD LANDSCAPE COURSE. 


The landscape school for nursery 
men at Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
Blacksburg, February 27 to March 10, 
proved successful in every way, and 
the limited attendance allowed per 
sonal attention for each student from 
the instructors 

Prof. S. H. Byrne and Prof. B. L 
Parsons, both of the agricultural engi- 
neering department, cooperated to 
include in the course the use of the 
level in running controls and eleva 
tions. Teams of two students work 
ing with each level kept field notes 
from these classes, and the data from 
the notes were later used in making 
contour maps and profiles and in 
estimating the amount of grading to 
he done 

Prof. A. S. Beecher used approved 
notebooks for exercises in lettering. 
which were followed by instructions 
on sketching of trees and shrubs to 
represent the forms of individual spe 
cies. Morning and afternoon sessions 
on these days were broken up with 
lectures on the principles of basic 
design. 

Three periods were devoted to 
studying plant material on the insti 
tute’s campus and on private grounds 
in the community, which included 
demonstrations on the pruning of 
var.ous ornamentals. Also during this 
second week, a careful survey was 
made of a lot where a new home was 
being completed, and each student 
made plans for it, with assistance 
from Professor Beecher. After the 
ground plans were completed, includ 
ing the plant list, the front elevation 
of the house, along with the back 
ground and side trees, was drawn and 
a treatment was recommended for it 

The use of water colors, under the 
direction of Randolph A. Jester, in 
cluded coloring the front elevation 
of the residence and the plant mate 
rial. The nurserymen were shown 
how to use water colors to represent 
the forms of different trees without 
using a pencil. Water colors repre 
senting mixed borders of annuals and 
perennials were illustrated. The water 
color work was done on tracing paper 
drawing paper and regular water col 
or paper in order to show the dif 
ference between papers of different 
textures 

Night classes were devoted to work 
on the plans and the showing of 
colored slides. All of the sessions were 
informal, and marked with en- 
thusiasm on the part of the students 
Tentative plans for the 1950 land 
scape short course are being made 
for the latter part of January

Quarantine Actions 


WORLD QUARANTINE MEET. 


Leading quarantine service officials 
will meet April 26 to May 3 at The 
Hague, Holland, for a world-wide 
conference under the joint sponsor- 
ship of the Netherlands government 
and the United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organization to discuss 
proposals for streamlining the meth- 
ods and reducing the cost of interna- 
tional plant certification and quaran 
tine inspection. Long-needed im- 
provements in procedures, including 
a workable system of cooperative in- 
spections at the point of origin to 
replace or supplement the slow, 
wasteful port-of-entry setup, are 
hoped to result from this meeting, 
which is the first large-scale session 
of its kind since the war. 

For this informal conference, to be 
devoted mainly to the discussion and 
investigation of new ideas or sugges- 
tions for improvement in legislation, 
rules and methods, the attendance is 
being limited to heads of plant quar- 
antine and inspection services of in- 
terested countries, with the exclusion 
of individual businessmen or trade 
organizations. Regarding this coun’ 
try’s representation, those who have 
been reported as likely delegates are 
Avery S. Hoyt, acting chief of the 
bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine, United States Department 
of Agriculture, and E. R. Sasscer, in 
charge of the division of foreign 
plant quarantine. 

Holding top place on the agenda is 
the discussion regarding the flaws and 
inadequacies of plant protection regu- 
lations, especially the technical quali- 
fications of officials. Proposals will be 
made for the improvement, simplifica- 
tion and unification of world-wide 
plant protection requirements and 
certification if the meeting progresses 
as expected. 

Also planned is a discussion on the 
formation of an international service 
to report on plant diseases and pests 
and to inform associated groups of 
the various national regulations. The 
intention to put most of the other 
important, related phases of quaran- 
tine management under the same ex- 
haustive probing and revision indi- 
cates that the conference is highly 
promising. 

The time of the conference will 
coincide with several outstanding 
horticultural activities in that area, 
including the big Fleurop-Interflora 
Congress, April 20 to 24, at Brussels; 
the Dutch Bulb Exporters’ Associa- 
tion’s fiftieth anniversary celebration 


and show beginning April 15 at Lisse, 
and the annual Flower Exposition 
starting April 22 at Ghent. 





AMEND CERTIFICATION 
OF IMPORTED PLANTS. 


On March 16 the Acting Secretary 
of Agriculture, A. J. Loveland, put 
his signature to an amendment of the 
certification requirements relating to 
the importation of nursery stock, 
plants and seeds under quarantine 
37. These new regulations, which 
will become effective on July 1, to- 
gether with previous requirements 
under the quarantine provide that 
plant material, including bulbs, im- 
ported from all foreign countries 
shall be certified by a duly authorized 
oficial of the country where such 
material is grown as being free from 
injurious insects and plant diseases; 
free from all sand, soil, or earth; 
shipped in packing material of the 
type approved under the provisions 
of quarantine 37 and grown on land 
which, on the basis of an inspection 
made on a stated date, was free from 
golden nematode, Heterodera rosto-

The certificate of in 
spection must be attached to the in- 
voice, and each container shall bear 
a copy certificate. 

The amendment further provides 
that the certifying inspector of the 
country of export shall state in the 
certificate that the plant material was 
inspected both during the growing 
season and at the time of packing. 
When the plant material was not 
produced in the country from which 
it is being shipped into the United 
States, then the certificate must be 
issued by an official in the country 
where said material was grown. 

This method of certification applies 
to all restricted plant material from 
countries with official systems of in 
spection, except that entering under 
regulations 2 and 5 of quarantine 37. 
And under this amendment, all re- 
stricted plant material entering the 
United States from Canada under 
regulation 5 of quarantine 37, when 
considered of Canadian origin or 
production as specified in that regu- 
lation is to be certified as of such

CORN BORER QUARANTINE. 


Because of heavy infestations of 
corn borers throughout the corn 
growing States, western states are 
checking closely on incoming ship 
ments of nursery stock and cut flow 
ers for larvae of European corn borer 

California will no longer accept the 
following plants unless the shipment 
is accompanied by a special corn 
borer inspection certificate: Cut flow- 
ers, entire plants of aster, chrysanthe- 
mum, calendula, cosmos, hollyhock, 
marigold, zinnia, Japanese hop, dahlia 
and gladiolus, except bulbs, corms or 
tubers without stems. 

The Oregon quarantine has been 
revised, and regulated commodities 
include all those as listed above for 
California and also rhubarb plants. 
States which must comply with the 
Oregon quarantine are Connecticut, 
Delaware, Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, 
North Carolina, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Vermont, Vir 
ginia, West Virginia and Wisconsin

United States Department of Agricul 
ture, bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine, died March 29 at Arling 
ton hospital, Washington, D. C., 
after a long illness. 

Dr. Annand had been chief of the 
bureau of entomology since August 
16, 1941. It was under his direction 
that the many recent important ad 
vances in the control of insect pests 
took place 

Dr. Annand was born at Telluride, 
Colo., November 16, 1898. He gradu 
ated with a bachelor of science de 
gree in 1920 from Colorado Agricul 
tural College, where he specialized in 
entomology. He received his master’s

A member of the American Asso 
ciation for the Advancement of Sci 
ence, Dr. Annand was also a fellow 
of the Entomological Society of

Surviving are his widow, Ruth: a 
daughter, Doris M., and a son, Rich 
ard J., all of Arlington, Va., and two 
brothers, Robert N., a plant quaran 
tine inspector with the bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine, 
Lufkin, Tex., and Dr. J. W. Annand 
Los Banos, Calif.

Viburnum Lantana. 


Viburnum lantana, the wayfaring 
tree, is one of the largest of the 
viburnums and one of the most satis- 
factory for large border and screen 
plantings. This plant is a native of 
Europe and west Asia. It was ap- 
parently introduced into this country 
in early colonial times and 
occasionally found escaped in eastern 
United States. 

The name vibur-num is an ancient 
Latin name, and the specific name 
lantana is an old name once applied 
to the generic term viburnum. 

Viburnum lantana is a stout, up- 
right-growing shrub to approximately 
fifteen feet in height. At maturity it 
may be nearly as broad as high. The 
branches are relatively stout and dis 
tinctly scurfy pubescent. One of the 
easy identification points of this plant 
is that the winter buds are foliate or 
naked. They bear no bud scales, and 
the buds appear as small leaves com- 
pacted together. 

The leaves are borne abundantly, 
are two to four inches long, are more 
or less rounded oblong in outline. 
are slightly pointed at the tip and are 
rounded to slightly heart-shaped at the

hase. They are very finely toothed 
The texture of the leaf is heavy, 
somewhat leathery and _ distinctly 


wrinkled or rugose above. The under 
side of the leaf is distinctly hairy, 
and if one examines the hairs closely 
he will note that they are in a star 
shaped pattern. 

The slightly fragrant, white flowers 
are produced in large flat clusters in 
early to mid May in Columbus, (¢ 
All of the flowers in the cluster are 
fertile. They are not outstanding in 
appearance, but do add a pleasing 
note to the plant. The fruits ripen in 
August and are quite showy in ap- 
pearance. The fruit color changes 
from green to red and finally to black. 
The fruits are most showy when they 
exhibit the red color. The fruits do 
not usually persist much beyond 
October. 

Another interesting feature of this 
plant is the fall foliage color. In the 
autumn the leaves take on a dark 
purplish color, which is showy until 
late in the season, since Viburnum 
lantana can be classified as a semi- 
evergreen shrub. 

Viburnum lantana is adaptable to 
a wide range of soil. It stands dry 
soil as well as any other of our com- 
mon shrubs. The plant is perfectly 
hardy, will stand full exposure and 
will do well in either sun or shade

burnum can be obtained by seeds or 
cuttings. Seeds exhibit a delayed 
germination, which is due partly to 
a seed coat factor and partially to an 
embryo condition. To  afterripen 
these seeds properly, they should be 
stratified in a moist medium at a 
temperature of 65 to 70 degrees for 
a period of a month and a half to 
two months, followed by a tempera 
ture of 40 degrees for a period of 
two and one-half to three months 
Good germination can frequently be 
obtained by fall sowing of the seeds 
Softwood cuttings taken in July root 
readily. 

This plant is relatively free from 
insects and diseases. If spraying or 
dusting is necessary, it is advisable 
to refrain from using sulphur dust, 
since that material is likely to cause ex 
tensive defoliation.

To Can or Not to Can 


If you are one of the many eastern 
growers who are now considering 
whether to try “canning” your plants, 
for growing on and later sale in cans, 
some tips from westerners may help 
you decide. 

Perhaps you have been wondering 
whether your specialties would be 
suitable for container growing and 
sale. If so, a perusual of some large 
western grower'’s catalog, listing 
hundreds of different plants for sale 
in gallon (No. 10 cans) up to 5-gal- 
lon containers, will give you the 
answer to that question. 

To meet other inquiries, western 
nurserymen have been asked where 
they get the cans and if there are 
any special tips on the method of 
planting into them. The answer to 
the latter question was short and 
simple: “Just proceed as you would 
in moving a plant from a 2-inch pot 
to a 6-inch pot.” But the answer con- 
cerning sources of cans was long and 
is detailed in the following para- 
graphs. 

Seek out the kitchens of public 
institutions, such as prisons, asylums, 
hospitals and army posts. There you 
will find the best source of gallon, or 
No. 10 cans. At these points they 
can usually be had for the hauling 
away. A nominal tip will often induce 
the chef to have the cans rinsed 
before storing for you. 

The 3-gallon round, or egg can will 
probably be found in demand in your 
locality by other than nursery users. 
You should be prepared to pay from 
3 to 8 cents each. These cans are 
lid type »re usually lacquered and 
have a guod edge. The usual source 
is large bakeries, ice cream makers 
and other large users of frozen eggs. 

The 5-gallon square, or kerosene 
type can is generally collected from 
repackers of food oils or nuts. They 
will probably cost you from 8 to 10 
cents each at the source. 

It would be well to establish your 
sources and maintain your regular 
pickup dates at each of your sup- 
pliers. Otherwise the cans may quick- 
ly disappear into the hands of can 
brokers. If this happens in your area, 
you may find yourself paying more 
than twice as much for each size 
wanted. Of course, once established, 
the broker's pickup, cleaning and 
delivery service would be worth 
something to you. 

Assuming that you have procured 
all the cans you need, you need to 
prepare them for use. Providing 
proper drainage should come first; 


then you may wish to rustproof them. 
But punching the drainage holes in 
the entire can supply soon after it 
comes into the nursery will delay 
rusting appreciably, if they are 
stacked or piled out in the open, as 
they will then not hold rain water. 

The drainage holes can be made by 
striking a sharp blow with any one of 
several hand tools, or with a beer 
can opener. When the workman 
strikes blows, one by one, with a 
hand tool, he may put the holes at 
the bottom edge of the can’s sides, 
and he may not. Obviously holes 
part way up the sides of the cans will 
not give proper drainage. Beer can 
openers are fine, as far as drainage is 
concerned, but far too slow. 

Many western nurserymen now 
have a machine which makes four 
holes of the same size and type, as 
those made by beer can openers, all 
at once. This punching machine may 
be operated by hand or foot, and 
either way it is fast. Many men can 
run through 1,000 cans an_ hour. 
Figuring what you pay a man per 
hour and prorating the cost of such 
a machine over the number of thou- 
sands of cans you mean to use will, 
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therefore, give you the exact cost per 
can of making drainage holes. 

An interesting development in 
rustproofing the cans occurred in 
1949. when some western wholesale 
growers began identifying their re 
spective nursery’s production by se 
lecting a certain color of paint for 
the dipping process. This could lead 
to decided rainbow effects in retail 
nurseries, if followed by many other 
growers. But most growers still use 
an asphaltum dip, if they rustproof 
at all. Many do not, although retail 
ers are beginning to demand coated 
cans. Otherwise, they must often 
transplant to a new can of the same 
size themselves, merely because the 
can has rusted too much before the 
plant is sold. Of course, transplanting 
from the gallon to the larger sizes is 
always going on, but each step up in 
container size brings more money; so 
there are no objections to this type 
of transplanting work. 

Rustproofing the cans costs about 
1/, cent per gallon can and i'/, cents 
to 2 cents per 5-gallon can, for the 
cheapest black dip. 

A few of the larger western opera- 
tors use a machine for dipping, drain- 
ing and stacking about 1,000 cans per 
hour. This cuts the above costs to 
half, but the investment in the ma 
chine itself would hardly be warrant-

100,000 cans per year were assured. 

So that the customer will get the 
plant out of a can undamaged, the 
retailer should slit down each side 
of every can before it leaves the nurs 
ery. Those who have tried to avoid 
this operation and have left the cus 
tomer to struggle it out with home 
tools have had compliments that the 
plant did not do well when put out 
in the garden. 

Since the main advantage of can 
ning plants is the fact that they are 
moved without setback, one should 
scarcely risk the customer's failure 
with the plant for lack of a minute's 
extra work, especially when nursery 
can cutters are both numerous in type 
and inexpensive. Make sure, how- 
ever, that the cutter you select will 
cut the side of the can all the way 
to the bottom rim. Then the customer 
easily pushes back both halves of 
the cut can, releasing the entire plant 

There are other tools for handling 
the cans, such as a small grip, espe 
cially handy for picking up a planted 
5-gallon can E.L.E

Beds of hybrid tea roses, edged 
with dwarf yews, with large boxwood 
specimens silhouctted against the 
white brick garden wall were made 
up into a first-prize garden by Co 
nard-Pyle Co., West Grove 

Another first was won by Bobbink 
& Atkins, East Rutherford, N. J., for 
an exhibit of azalea plants in bloom, 
including not less than fifteen varie- 
ties and covering an area of 750 
square feet. An exhibit of azaleas ar- 
ranged in an area of 500 square feet 
won a first prize for Deerfield Nurs- 
eries, Deerfield, N. J. 

Also among the award winners was 
Earle Dilatush, Robbinsville, N. J., 
who received a blue ribbon for an 
exhibit of holly trees, planted and 
arranged for effect in a space of not 
less than 500 square feet. Several 
handsome, heavily berried specimens 
provided the bulwark of the exhibit.

Separate exhibits surrounding the 
central planting were beautifully 
planted with yellow-green coleuses, 
hydrangeas, alternantheras and Ku- 
rume azaleas, 

The replica of the Royal garden at 
Sophera, Sweden, featured rhodo- 
dendrons, hyacinths and daffodils.

R. B. Taylor, the firm’s owner. He 
estimates that at least one in every 
five persons attending the show 
stopped at the nursery’s booth, for 
attendance at the show was 20,000 
persons, and some 4,000 cards and 
pamphlets were distributed to them 
by the nursery. 

Azaleas and boxwood featured the 
low beds lining the sides of the booth 
and the small square bed at the cen- 
ter front. Framing the white-painted 
ironwork table and chair at the center 
back were two hemlock and flower- 
ing peach trees. Camellia blooms and 
other flowers were arranged on the 
table. Charts showing color illustra- 
tions of the stock offered by the nurs- 
ery were hung against the backdrop, 
which had for the center of interest 
a large reproduction of the seal of 
the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen. And the sign across the top 
of the backdrop carried the nursery’s 
name separated by the A. A. N. slo- 
gan, “Plant America!”

PLAN ARBORETUM AND 
GARDEN AT HOUSTON. 


A movement has started at Hous 
ton, Tex., to establish a_ botanical 
garden and arboretum at Memorial 
park. An offer by the mayor last fall 
to set aside an area in the park for 
planting a collection of native Texas 
trees and shrubs began the project and 
has resulted in the formation of the 
Houston Botanical Garden and Ar 
boretum Association, a nonprofit or 
ganization which hopes to expand the 
idea into a full-scale arboretum. The 
board of trustees is composed mostly 
of professional botanists, nurserymen, 
landscape men and florists, who will 
obtain the necessary plants free and 
donate their skill and techniques to 
establish the gardens. Plans to develop 
the gardens are in three phases. 

The first phase, the planting of na 
tive material along a ravine to be 
called the Texas Flora Trail has al 
ready been begun with the planting 
of 300 trees of twenty-five different 
species. The second phase will be the 
planting of exotic trees and shrubs, 
which will be called the Flora of the 
Continents Trail. The last phase in 
cludes plans for the construction of 
large conservatories for year-around 
shows and for the growing and dis- 
play of rare plants indoors. This would 
also include laboratories and her 
barium, a botanical library and an 
auditorium for demonstrations and 
lectures. 

The officers of the board of trustees 
are Robert A. Vines, director of the 
Museum of Natural History, presi 
dent; Edward Teas, Teas Nursery Co., 
vice-president; Ralph Gunn, landscape 
architect, secretary, and Edwin Rice 
Brown, treasurer.

GREENING’S CENTENNIAL. 


“Born 1850 — Still Growing” is 
the slogan of the Greening Nursery 
Co., Monroe, Mich., which is cele- 
brating its one hundredth anniversary 
under the management of the fourth 
generation of Greenings.

and Benjamin J. Greening, sons of 
Charles E. Greening, who had earlier 
bought out his elder brother. Ben 
jamin became manager of the busi 
ness, and his son, Charles B. Green- 
ing, is president of the company to- 
day. Also well known to the trade 
during his long association with the 
firm is Harry Malter. 

A research department at Benton 
Harbor, Mich., in the heart of the 
fruit belt, was set up early in the 
firm’s history, where detailed records 
on the performance of thousands of 
trees could be kept. Twenty-nine 
years of bud selection has been part 
of the firm’s constant work toward 
improving varieties. Head of the re 
search department is Roy E. Gibson

NURSERIES FILE SUIT 
FOR FARM PLATES. 


Contending that they are farmers 
under the terms of the law and thus 
not required to secure commercial 
license plates for motor vehicles used 
in nursery operations, four Nebraska 
firms filed suit in district court, Lin- 
coln, Neb., March 11. The firms 
bringing the suit were Nebraska 
Nurseries, Inc., and the Williams 
Nurseries, both of Lincoln; Plumfield 
Nurseries, Fremont, and the Marshall 
Nurseries, Arlington. 


The attorney general ruled the 
month before that nurseries are not 
within the exemption provisions that 
provide that farmers’ trucks used to 
carry farm products to storage or 
market are not deemed commercial 
trucks. An adjudication made by the 
administrative division of the depart- 
ment of auto registration in 1934 
provided that nurseries could use 
farm truck licenses.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


ABOUT COLLECTED 
“NURSERY STOCK.” 


Collecting plants from _ natural 
growths for transplanting is a fairly 
common practice in the nursery in- 
dustry and has certain advantages. It 
is a misnomer to call it collected 
nursery stock, for it is not nursery 
stock until it has been grown in a 
nursery, and only after it ':as been 
so grown is it nursery stock. 

In a loose generalization, it has 
been our experience that, with one 
exception, collected plant material is 
useless for immediate retail sales. The 
one exception is the native red cedar. 
Plants from four to five feet or five 
to six feet tall growing in clay soil 
can be transplanted in quantity with 
virtually no losses and without the 
severe checking that other unroot 
pruned plants suffer. 

Also, generalizing in another di 
rection we have found that collected 
plants purchased and shipped in from 
other nurseries have proved almost 
100 per cent failures. The failures we 
feel are from lack of care and protec- 
tion of the roots during the time the 
collectors are in the woods. 

If they charged a little more, 
puddled the roots and took more care, 
better results would be had. 

There are certain items we collect 
from our own woods, transplant in 
the nursery and grow on for future 
sales with complete success. We take 
tall, skinny white dogwoods, about 
as thick as your finger, cut them back 
to poles about five feet high. In 
three or four years these make beau- 
tiful standard, shaped trees, rather 
difficult to grow by the usual nursery 
method. 

We collect Loblolly pine seedlings 
about twelve to eighteen inches high 
and line them out in clay soil. In 
3 to 4-foot and 4 to 5-foot sizes 
they make useful landscape trees, 
and neither the seedlings nor the 
trees are to be found in nurseries. 

The American beech collected as 5 
to 6-foot whips make shapely trees in 
about three years. The cranky sweet 
gum we do not cut back to poles, 
but we cut it back to the ground and 
let the strong roots send up its good, 
straight shoot. The sweet gum never 
should be taken from the wild with 
a ball and moved directly to the cus- 
tomer’s place. It almost never suc- 
ceeds when so transplanted. 


We have collected a few American 
holly plants, but when cut back they 
always come bushy. We find only the 
single-stem plants from nursery seed- 
lings or cuttings produce the plants 
that we want. 

The inkberry, Ilex glabra, collects 
well and when cut back makes fine, 
bushy plants, 

The two bayberries also collect 
well. We have often grown Myrica 
cerifera, and it makes good, shapely 
plants for naturalistic plantings; al- 
though we have not used Mpyrica 
caroliniensis, government landscape 
architects used great quantities of it 
on the parkway between Yorktown 
and Williamsburg, Va., with success. 

There is a considerable business in 
collected rhododendrons and azaleas 
from the Blue Ridge mountains, but 
our own soil is not suited to growing 
them; so we have had no experience 
with them. There has been consider- 
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able ill feeling about the manner in 
which this material is marketed. As 
with all such things, if there were 
complete honesty and a realization 
that you cannot get something for 
nothing, all would be well. Collected 
plants have their uses as a legitimate 
short cut, but in nursery practice 


only E. S. H. 





BROAD-LEAVED EVERGREENS. 


A fellow nurseryman asked me 
why I had not written an article on 
broad-leaved evergreens. He was par 
ticularly interested in those suitable 
for growing on limestone soils. Tell 
the average nurseryman that you are 
interested in broad-leaved evergreens, 
and he immediately thinks of rhodo 
dendrons and azaleas. 

We have always been interested 
in this group of plants and have spe 
cialized in them for our retail sales. 
Our nurseries are not on limestone 
soils, but geologically are of marine 
formation, having been heaved up 
out of the Chesapeake bay eons ago, 
and are quite unsuited to raising rho 
dodendrons, azaleas and other erica 
ceae. 

On the other hand, in our efforts

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to get away from the junipers, arbor 
vitaes and retinosporas, so popular 
twenty years ago, we grow a goodly 
variety of broad-leaved evergreens 
Being naturally bushy and generally 
dwarf in their natural habit, these 
plants do not have the misfit habits 
of the juvenile forms of our forest 
trees. Even the overpopular dwarf 
yews look like dwarfs rather than 
free-growing plants 

Much of our experience with 
broad-leaved evergreens was gained 
the hard way. We considered English 
boxwood the queen of all the broad- 
leaved evergreens and overproduced 
it. Just after getting well into produc- 
tion on many of these items, the se- 
vere weather of the winter of 1933-34 
came along and killed many plants 
that had not suffered before or since. 

I wrote about boxwood in a pre- 
vious article, so I will not repeat my 
comments other than to say that the 
following varieties. where they will 
grow, are very useful: English, com- 
mon, tree, Korean, Kingsville dwarf, 
Japanese and a new form called pyra- 
mid boxwood 

The next most popular broad- 
leaved evergreen is Nandina domes- 
tica, with its bamboo-like foliage and 
large clusters of bright red berries 
that persist through the fall and win- 
ter. This plant belongs to the bar- 
berry family and has much of its 
toughness, growing in sun or shade, 
in good soil or clay, and it is easy 
enough to grow so long as the tem- 
perature does not go much below 
-ero. It makes a beautiful hedge, but 
it does not bear berries well on iso 
lated plants, self-pollination being 
incon-plete. 

The hollies represent an important 
part of this group. The forms of the 
Japanese holly are best as foundation 
plants because of their habit, color 
and hardiness. Besides the type, 
there are bullata, microphylla and 
the new Green Island patented 
spreading form, which I have not 
seen. The American holly in its many 
handsome horticultural varieties is a 
beautiful tree and makes fine hedges. 
The English hollies, similar in habit, 
are even a richer green, but are 
somewhat less hardy. Even more 
tender, and suitable only from Vir 
ginia southward, are two low bushy 
forms, the yaupon, quite similar to 
the Japanese holly, and Dahoon holly, 
with oblong leaves. Both have red 
berries. A species with black berries, 
the inkberry, is quite hardy, growing 
along the coast in sandy soil as far 
north as Massachusetts. The Chinese 
holly and its variety Burfordi have 
shiny dark green leaves and bright 
red berries, with many of the habits,

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hardiness and qualities of the English 
holly. 

Of the evergreen privets, the wax 
or glossy privet is the best. There is 
much confusion of nomenclature on 
this. It is the low bushy form with 
dark green foliage and blue berries 
that we call, perhaps erroneously 
Ligustrum lucidum to which I refer 
It will stand weather to zero and 
where hardy enough is cheap, attrac 
tive and useful, not growing over 
about six fect tall 

Osmanthus ilicifolius is another 
fine evergreen described in an earlier 
article. The other species, americana, 
is quite tender. 

The pyracanthas, or firethorns, are 
among the hardier broad-leaved ever 
greens. Once successfully transplant 
ed, they make sprawly and spikey 
plants for certain landscape uses. The 
berries are in clusters and are either 
orange or red. We have grown coc- 
cinea, lalandi, angustifolia and yun 
nanensis with satisfaction. 

We do not grow the various euony- 
mus any more because of their pro- 
pensity for scale, but they are both 
cheap and attractive. Euonymus 
kiautschovicus is an exception, and it 
can be used as a shrub or a vine 

The silver thorn, or Elacagnus pun 
gens, seems to be the hardiest of this 
genus. Some customers do not care 
for the dull color, but as a screen 
plant it is fine. It bears fragrant 
flowers, which smell like those of Vi 
burnum carlesi, and they have dark 
red olive-like fruit. 

The two evergreen honeysuckles, 
while cheap and easy to grow, have 
not proved satisfactory. They dic 
back too much, though not always 
from cold. The prostrate Lonicera 
pileata is better than the bushy Loni 
cera nitida. 

Of the two holly grapes, the Japa- 
nese Mahonia bealei is the better. It 
likes shade, has gray-green leaves, 
yellow flowers like an andromeda 
and blue fruit. 

Photinia serrulata did not prove 
satisfactory for us, for when the 
winter weather did not kill it, 
grew into a tree. 


it soon 


Virburnum tinus was not satisfac 
tory, but the leatherleat and the 
Burkwood viburnums were. The 
former is noted for its heavy leaf and 
red to black fruit and the latter for 
its fragrant flowers ° 

[ probably should have put the 
abelias near the top of the list, al 
though the plants discussed have not 
been listed according to importance 
Both the pink and, particularly, the 
white have two notable qualities. 
evergreen leaf and a June-to-October 
period of bloom. While not heavily 
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foliaged, they are graceful in growth 
not too bulky and respond to pruning 
The two bayberries are chiefly use 
ful in naturalistic border plantings 
growing too bulky for any other us: 
These broad-leaved evergreens ar 
hardy in sections where at least halt 
of our population resides, and their 
greater use would certainly reliev 
much of the tedium in the present 
overuse of dwarf yews E. S. H

out that nurseries are losing gift and 
interior or house plant business by 
not properly featuring these items. 

The speaker likened foliage mate- 
rial to individuals in regard to the 
conditions they prefer. A constant 
temperature of 70 to 78 degrees with- 
out drafts or other temperature 
shocks is best. Also, he pointed out 
that interior plants do not like to sit 
in a direct sun magnified by a glass 
window or wall any more than people 
do. Plants do not like to be sloppy- 
wet or bone-dry. If proper conditions 
are provided, there should be no difh 
culty in growing house plantings. 

He suggested that a piece of pipe, 
put in the corner of the box when a 
planter is installed, can be used to 
test the water in the bottom of the 
planter by inserting a stick in the 
pipe. Sponge Rok and peat moss in 
equal amounts or Black Magic were 
suggested as optimum planting media 
for the average customer. 

Mr. Weidner suggested that blood 
meal be used as a fertilizer, but it 
must be used sparingly and carefully. 
Bacterial leaf spot is caused by water 
on the foliage when the plants are in 
humid condition.

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OAK PIT SCALE 
CONTROL IN CALIFORNIA. 


First recognized as being estab- 
lished near Stockton, Calif., in 1913, 
oak pit scales, asterolecanium, have 
been found in recent years in destruc- 
tive numbers throughout the San 
Francisco bay area and other parts 
of northern California. This is a seri- 
ous pest of oak trees in California, 
the feeding of the scales often killing 
terminal growth, branches and 
smaller trees or seriously weakening 
larger trees. Favorite hosts of the 
scale are trees of the white oak group, 
and also particularly subject to in 
jury are the English oak, the native 
valley oak and the blue oak. The coast 
live oak and the California black oak 
are somtimes severely infested, but 
many of these trees escape serious 
damage. 

A dormant spray of oil emulsion 
has sometimes been recommended for 
the control of oak pit scales, but many 
arborists and others in California 
have not been satisfied with the re- 
sults. In tests made at Lafayette in 
February, 1949, on valley oaks in- 
fested with least pit scale to deter 
mine quantitative results of dormant 
oil sprays, results indicated that ex- 
cellent control was obtained if only 
old wood was taken into considera- 
tion, for a considerable number of 
scales were found on new growth. The 
tests used a five per cent, emulsion- 
type dormant oil (eighty per cent 
emulsion). One was with the oil 
alone: one with the addition of one 
pound actual DDT per 100 gallons 
of diluted emulsion, and one with 
the addition of one and one-half 
pounds actual Toxaphene per 100 gal- 
lons of diluted emulsion. From counts 
made of young scales seven months 
after treatment it appeared that the 
dormant application had persisted as 
a repellent to the crawlers, and the 
new generation from surviving fe- 
males was concentrated where the 
greatest damage to the tree could be 
incurred. The addition of either DDT 
or Toxaphene did not appear to con- 
tribute to the control by dormant oil. 

Reporting further on their work to 
find possible controls for oak pit 
scales, A. Earl Pritchard and Robert 
E. Beer, both of the division of en- 
tomology and parasitology of the 
California agricultural experiment 
station, Berkeley, stated that, with 
similar treatments made in late May 
on valley oaks and blue oaks, the 
treatment employing a two per cent, 
light-medium, emulsion-type foliage 
oil (eighty per cent emulsion), along 
with one quart of sixty per cent Toxa- 
phene emulsion, containing one and 
one-half pounds actual material per

But only 
negligible control was had when the 
same foliage oil with the addition of 
four and one-half per cent DDT was 
used. Pretreatment counts were based 
on overwintering females, while 
counts made four months after treat 
ment were based only on the new 
generation of scales. Weekly band 
counts of crawlers showed that prac 
tically no reproduction occurred fol 
lowing the oil and Toxaphene sprays, 
while the crawler activity was not 
affected for more than one week after 
the oil and DDT spray. On tests 
made in late July on valley oaks, 100 
per cent control was obtained on a 
tree sprayed with the Toxaphene and 
oil spray, while there was no appar- 
ent control with the Toxaphene alone. 

The oak pit scales which occur in 
California are natives of Europe 
brought into the state on young oak 
trees. Three species are known to be 
present. They are least pit scale, 
Asterolecanium minus (Lindinger), 
which is the most common and wide- 
spread; drab pit scale, A. quericola 
(Bouche), which is also abundant, 
and golden pit scale, A. variolosum 
(Ratzeburg), which is seldom en- 
countered. The habits of the three 
species appear to be similar. 

Adult pit scales are characterized 
by a soft body completely enclosed 
within a leathery sac. They produce a 
gall-like plant growth so that the in 
sect appears to be set in the pit. The 
pit formation is caused by a toxin 
which is injected into the oak bark 
while the scales are feeding. The 
pit is most pronounced on actively 
growing wood. 

Oak pit scales have single genera 
tions annually in California. No males 
are known, and the females give birth 
to living young. The young crawl 
around for several days, then settle 
down and lose their legs. They grow 
gradually in size and slowly secrete 
the protective sac. The adult females 
overwinter before producing crawl 
crs. 

During 1949 in the San Francisco 
bay the first crawler emergence 
of least pit scale was noted about 
May 1. It was followed by rapid re 
production about mid-May and a 
strong increase in number of crawl 
ers in early June. From late June 
through the first part of August there 
was sustained reproduction, though 
not so much as in May. Reproduction 
declined after mid-August, and the 
last crawlers were noted in mid 
September

ends and set in place. These cut blocks 
should be about two inches below the 
end T iron (sash bar). 

9. Grout with rich mortar cement 
along sides as shown in Fig. 3, cover 
ing the 1!4-inch angle plate to the 
top on outside and to angle on in- 
side (Fig. 3). On gable ends grout 
ing should not cover end sash bar (T 
iron), nor the angle irons in the ridge, 
but instead the sash bars and ridge 
should “float” to care for expansion 
and contraction. 

Note that in the photograph a 6 
inch collar was inserted in the gable 
end to provide some ventilation on 
average sunny winter days. Pull-out 
plugs are inserted on cold days. On 
warm days it is necessary to slide down 
some of the sash, but much ventila 
tion is had by having these small holes 
at each end. 

Skinner irrigation lines were run 
down the center of the frames as 
shown, with key shutoff drain-valves 
outside the frames, buried deeply 
to prevent freezing. Thus when the 
water is cut off at the valve, there is 
no danger of any part of the line 
freezing up. 

Spot watering with a hose is some 
times necessary, but as a rule when 
some of the plants need water, all of 
them can use it. Watering with irri 
gation lines is but a matter of a few 
minutes and saves considerable labor 

Each of these frames has approxi 
mately 1,200 feet of floor space and 
makes an ideal place for wintering 
nearly all hardy plants. Rarely does it 
freeze hard in them at the pot level in 
this latitude. They are readily changed 
to shade houses for summertime use 
and thus are usable over the entire 
year. 

So far, all types of plants wintered 
in the frames have come through in 
satisfactory condition. The frames are 
not too unattractive in appearance, 
and we believe they will last for many 
years 





RESULTS OF DDT STUDIES.

secticide preparations, reduced the 
percentage of germination of rye and 
squash seeds because of the presence 
of some compound other than DDT 
in the formulation 

In their tests, the purified form 
of DDT did not affect the initial 
stages of germination of cucumber, 
rye, squash or Lima bean seeds planted 
flat on special crepe paper impreg: 
nated with a large amount of the 
compound, but it did affect Lima bean 
seeds planted with the hilum, or eye, 
down. Disintegration of some of the 
seeds took place before germination 
was completed 

High concentrations of technical 
DDT profoundly affected the early 
growth of Lima bean, cucumber and 
rye seedlings, a result which confirms 
previous tests showing DDT injury 
to seedlings of certain crop plants 





HANDLING NUT SEEDS 
FOR GERMINATION. 


Handling the seeds of nut trees to 
insure satisfactory germination has 
often posed a problem; however, it 
is quite a simple process, according 
to authorities at the forestry depart 
ment of the Ohio agricultural ex 
periment station. They say that, in 
general, walnut, butternut, chestnut, 
hickory and oak seeds should be 
planted in the fall, soon after col 
lecting. 

There are two methods of han 
dling seeds, one of them being to 
stratify them in a sandbox out of 
doors, making alternate layers of 
sand and seeds. The other method, 
which has proved successful for 
small quantities of seeds, is to place 
the seeds in a hardware cloth bag 
and lay the bag in a shallow, well 
drained trench, covering the seeds 
with about two inches of soil. The 
seeds should remain covered until 
about April, or just before they 
sprout, and then they should be 
planted in the nursery row, about 
eighteen inches apart. After the first 
growing season, the seedlings may be 
transferred to their permanent loca 
tion. 

An easy way to 
container is to fold a 3-foot piece of 
hardware cloth in the middle, and 
weave the edges closed with wire 
This wire bag will protect the seeds 
from rodents and will also permit 
drainage and soil aeration

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crease in the purchasing power of the 
farmer. 

Even under strong acreage control, 
it is not anticipated that the farmer 
will furnish the same potential mar 
ket in 1950 that he has in the past 
few years. 

E. Expenditures for plant and 
equipment, which showed a decrease 
of seven per cent in 1949, will prob- 
ably decrease further. The major 
reason seems to be the lack of pri 
vate capital. Even the government 
has announced that it would like to 
see more of its citizens become inter 
ested in furnishing what is sometimes 
called venture capital. 

The trend seems to be that people 
are putting their money into govern 
ment bonds, insurance policies and in 
savings, rather than into equities, 
which are a fundamental source of 
capital for an ever-expanding econ 
omy 

F. The tax load, which is always 
with us, will probably not be appre- 
ciably lightened. Although there is 
some talk of reducing excise taxes 
and some corporation taxes, there is 
also talk about increasing estate taxes 
and larger corporation taxes. 

G. The continued deficit financing 
carried on by the government may 
he inflationary in theory but defla 
tionary in fact. As long as this deficit 
remains, there will be some doubt on 
the part of businessmen whether the 
burden of taxes will ever be reduced. 

H. The increase in installment 
buying with its temporary inflation- 
ary effect and its long-term deflation- 
ary effect, if it becomes dispropor 
tionately high, is of concern to all 
of us. 

I. Retail sales have been off all 
during the past year, and, although 
there is an indication that transac 
tions might increase, dollar volume 
is not expected to return to its for- 
mer level because of reduction in 
some prices 
Factors for Current Good Business. 


A. The people in this country arc 
enjoying a high standard of living, 
and there seems to have been no ap 
preciable change in the amount of 
disposable income of those employed 
A recent study by the Federal Re 
serve Board indicates that the same 
proportion of families anticipated 
buying consumer durable goods this 
year as they had in the past two pre 
vious ones. 

B. Although there was some slight 
reduction in employment during 
1949, there is every indication that 
the high employment figure of about 
59,000,000 people will hold during 
the year. 
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C. During the past year there has 
been a marked reduction in new or- 
ders, which has resulted in a deple- 
tion of inventories. Recently there 
has been a substantial increase in new 
orders, which might well provide 
backlog for maintaining the indus- 
trial production at a fairly high rate 

D. There seems to be a substan 
tial demand for houses which has not 
been satiated, and, 
it means increased demand for such 
related articles as plumbing fixtures, 
household furniture, electrical house 
hold appliances, etc. 

E. The demand for new automo- 
biles will probably be maintained for 
the next few months, with only a 
mild decline in the spring 

F. One market in which we find 
an ever-increasing demand is the tele 
vision one. I doubt whether this will 
reach its peak during 1950. 

G. I always doubt the validity of 
the stock market as a barometer of 
things to come. However, many peo 
ple use its activities as a sole index 
of general business and act accord 
ingly. In the past few months the 
market has been bullish, and it seems 
that many feel that it will remain so 
during the subsequent months 

H. Although there is no indication 
that prices will decline, there is some 
indication that they will remain rela- 
tively stable. This should have a 
quieting effect on business and per 
mit the businessman to do more than 
buy from hand to mouth 

It seems that there is no immediate 
prospect of a unless we 
a prolonged strike in the basic 
industries. I do believe that business 
will remain about the same as it has 
during the better part of 1949. It 
looks very much as if it will be a 
mixed business year, with everybody 
able to make money and at least main- 
tain last year’s standard of living, if 
he keeps his weather eye on his com- 
petitors and does not allow his oper- 
ating and fixed costs to get out of 
hand. 

Probably there will be less drastic 
change in the economic picture in 
this coming year than there has been 
in the past seven or eight years. The 
only thing that we can be sure of is 
that it is a buyers’ market, that we 
can never let up on our selling or 
sales promotional activities and that 
at the moment business will be there 
for those who want it.

Unfortunately, L. oleifolium proved 
not hardy this far north, though | 
suspect that it could stand the winters 
here if it were given a well protected 
spot and a light mulch, and I should 
expect it to be entirely hardy from 
latitude 40 degrees southward. I can 
say nothing definite about its propa 
gation, except that it can be grown 
from seeds, acting in the erratic man 
ner of most gromwells. If it behaves 
like other shrubby gromwells, it could 
also be grown from stem cuttings and 
perhaps from root cuttings, though the 
latter method is usually thought of in 
connection with the herbaceous kinds 


Pincushions for Wall Planting. 


An Arkansas reader who says he 
has many calls for plants for wall 
gardens would like to add a scabiosa 
or two to his list and asks for a note 
along that line. I wish all my tasks 
were as easy as that one, for I find 
two lovely examples waiting to be 
used. 

One of these, Scabiosa graminifolia, 
is a gift from the gods for the gardener 
with a dry wall to clothe and not too 
much time to care for it. The plant 
makes tufts of beautiful  silvered 
foliage, ornamental enough in them 
selves to delight the most jaded gar 
dener, but it is especially attractive 
when a number of 10-inch stems ap 
pear in June, carrying large heads of 
lovely lavender-blue pincushions. 

The other little charmer that came 
to mind is S. lucida. It lacks the sil 
veriness of the former and the flowers 
are much smaller, but they make up 
for loss of size by the number pro 
duced and a longer blooming period 
One reads in the books that it blooms 
during May and June; my notes indi 
cate, however, that its flush season oc 
curs here in June and enough scatter 
ing bloom for good effect keeps coming 
from then until frost. The flowers are 
rosy-lilac on stems to eighteen inches 
in height, though I had a strain once 
with stems which did not exceed a 
third of that figure. I suspect that 
several closely related kinds are trav 
eling around under this name, but 
that is hard for a nonbotanist to de 
termine with certainty. My copy of 
“Hortus” does not mention the species 
at all. In any event, there is some good 
garden material available in seeds in 
this country under the name 

Both kinds mentioned in the fore 
going notes are most accommodating 
plants, doing well in ordinary garden 
soil in full sun and able to withstand 
dry weather with grace. If you operate 
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on heavy clay, you will have to find a 
well drained spot for S. graminifolia, 
because its silvered leaves resent excess 
moisture in winter. Grow them from 
seeds. 
Salvia Nemorosa Superba Improved. 
I was interested to read in the spring 
catalog of a national advertiser the 
name Salvia nemorosa superba im- 
proved. Interested not only because I 
introduced the original plant to Amer- 
ican trade a dozen years or more ago, 
but also because the name as used is 
in question. I have not pursued the 
name myself, but a friend, who sent 
plants to Cornell University for identi 
fication, tells me the botanists there 
refuse it connection with S. nemorosa, 
claiming it is a hybrid and entitled to 
the name S. superba. Be that as it may, 
it comes true from seeds in a uniform 
ly deep blue-violet shade, lovely in 
color and long in bloom, which is dur- 
ing all of June and July here. Al- 
though I should not care to go all the 
way with the catalog when it numbers 
it among the best twelve perennials, 
unless this improved form is far su 
perior to the original, I always counted 
it a superior garden plant, even in the 
face of its sometimes disconcerting 
self-sowing habit. If you have not tried 
this sage, you may be doing yourself 
and your clients an injustice by ignor 
ing it longer. It has most of the good 
points looked for in a hardy plant, 
including an indestructible constitu 
tion, a long blooming period and good

DISEASE-RESISTANT ELMS 
FROM LEAF BUD CUTTINGS. 


For many years scientists have 
searched for a simple and reliable 
means of vegetatively propagating 
elm trees which are resistant to 
phloem necrosis, or virus, and Dutch 
elm disease. Now, after several years 
of research with cuttings, a method 
has been found whereby trees can 
be propagated from leaf bud cuttings. 
A preliminary report of the research, 
which was carried on by the United 
States Department of Agriculture di- 
vision of plant pathology in coopera- 
tion with the Missouri agricultural 
experiment station, Columbia, was 
made recently by T. W. Bretz in the 
Plant Disease Reporter. 

When work was begun, conven 
tional methods of propagation were 
used, but by these methods, only root 
cuttings gave any degree of success 
The chief objection to propagation 
by this means was the difficulties in 
securing material, because only a few 
cuttings could be taken from any 
one tree without endangering its life. 
if the tree was small. 

So it was apparent that stem or

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lem of quantity production. The vari- 
ous accepted methods of propagation 
by means of dormant stem cuttings 
gave inconsistent and poor results. 
And the use of leafy stem cuttings 
eventually proved impractical be- 
cause it was found that it was im- 
possible to make them hold up. Even 
when the relative humidity in the 
propagation chamber was kept al- 
most at saturation point, cuttings 
wilted and had to be discarded. 

Through the installation of a fine 
mist-spray system, the air in the 
propagating chamber was kept super- 
saturated. This was the same type of 
city water line pressure system that 
is used by grocery stores to keep leafy 
vegetables fresh. The mist heads were 
placed at such a height and spacing 
that complete coverage of all cut- 
tings in the chamber was insured 
Under these conditions the leafy 
cuttings remained turgid until they 
rooted, even under high summer 
greenhouse temperatures. Maximum 
drainage was provided the cuttings, 
which were planted in either river 
sand or puffed mica with equally 
satisfactory results. Although the 
cuttings were kept moist, there was 
little loss from rotting. 

Such factors as age of the parent 
tree, its apparent inherent potential- 
ity for rooting, its environment, the 
point on the tree from which cut- 
tings were taken, the time of year at 
which they were taken and the use of 
root-inducing chemicals all figured in 
the experiments, and tests were made 
to determine the importance of all 
these factors. Greatest attention was 
paid to cuttings from 8-year-old 
Ulmus americana specimens, which 
were selected in the nursery rows be- 
cause of their known resistance to 
phloem necrosis. 

The use of commercially prepared 
hormone dust applied to leaf bud 
cuttings consisting of a leaf blade, the 
axillary bud and shield of stem tis 
sue gave best results. Cuttings taken 
in May and June were most satisfac- 
tory. For one experiment, cuttings 
were made from seventeen different 
resistent selections in May, and one 
scries showed a rooting of approxi 
mately sixty per cent at the end of six 
weeks without any hormone treat 
ment before planting. Another series 
of identical materials was treated and 
showed an average of eighty-three 
and one-half per cent rooting. Root 
ing was obtained from material of all 
selections which were treated, but 
two selections which were not treated 
did not root. When the same experi- 
ment was made from fourteen selec- 
tions in June, the untreated cuttings 
averaged only fifty-eight and one-half 
per cent rooting after six weeks, 
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and earlier maturity. They also

while those treated with hormones 
av.vaged eighty-eight and one-half 
per cent rooting. Some rooting was 
obtained in all selections which were 
treated, but one selection of the un- 
treated series failed to root. 

During the experiment the pre 
liminary roots of the _ cuttings 
branched profusely within a few 
weeks, and in a few cases, the axillary 
buds developed immediately, and 
new individuals were formed by the 
time they were taken from the root- 
ing medium. However, more fre- 
quently the axillary buds remained 
dormant until some time after re- 
moval from the propagating bench 


This method proved successful 
with a miscellaneous collection of 
Ulmus americana, U. pumila, U 


thomasi and U. fulva, but successful 
root:ng of the Buisman elm has not 
yet been secured. The experiments 
indicate that, potentially, a new in- 
dividual tree can be propagated from 
each node of the current year’s 
growth, thereby affording a rapid 
means of multiplying valuable or de- 
sirable trees. 

Limited trials with hybrid chest- 
nut trees have also been successful 
Further work to determine the utility 
of this propagating technique for 
other deciduous and evergreen trees 
is planned

year period. He recommended the 
newly released Miscellaneous Publi- 
cation 657, entitled “Insect Enemies 
of Eastern Forests,” by F. C. Craig- 
head, bureau of entomology and 
plant quarantine, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. This publi- 
cation can be obtained for $2.50 from 
the Superintendent of Documents, 
United States Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C. 


Oak Wilt. 


Dr. Curtis May, of the forest pa- 
thology division, Beltsville, Md., dis- 
cussed “Oak Wilt a Dangerous 
Threat.” He stated that this deadly 
disease now threatening our oaks is 
caused by a fungus, first determined 
in 1944, as Chalara quercina. This 
disease has probably existed in Illi 
nois, lowa and Minnesota for twenty 
five or thirty years. Cases are known 
of oaks’ dying, probably as a result 
of this disease, as early as 1912. It 
is now known to occur in southeast- 
ern Minnesota, southern Wisconsin, 
northern and western Illinois, north 
western Indiana, Iowa and central 
and eastern Missouri. All species of 
oaks that grow wild in these states 
are susceptible. In Iowa, 1,200 to 
1,500 oaks in a 300-acre block were 
killed during 1949. The disease has 
been rather sporatic, killing trees here 
and there for the most part. 

Symptoms of the oak wilt vary 
with the kind of oak affected. Symp- 
toms are firs: onspicuous about June 
15 and are prevalent until early 
August. On red and black oaks the 
disease is extremely virulent, develop- 
ing more rapidly than on the white 
oaks. On the red oaks the symptoms 
first appear in the upper part of the 
top. The leaves become dull and 
muddy-colored when held up to the 
light and curl upward. Before they 
fall they usually turn yellowish or 
reddish-brown, but they may fall at 
any stage. Diseased leaves are often 
stiff. In red oaks the disease may 
spread rapidly throughout the whole 
top of the tree, for a 6-inch tree may 
be killed in sixty to eighty days after 
inoculation. In white oaks the dis 
ease spreads much more slowly, often 
showing up as the dying of a few 
branches. In the affected parts of the 
tree a brown diffused or streaked dis 
coloration generally developes in the 
cambium region. 

It is not known at present how the 
fungus spreads. It is known that it 
can be spread by natural root graft 
ing, but other methods of spreading 
must be present. Since the spores are 
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not produced on the outside of the 
bark, it is not likely that they are 
wind-borne. It is believed that in- 
fection will not take place through 
uninjured bark, but it can cause infec- 
tion through bark wounds. It is not 
known how fast the disease is spread- 
ing. Completely satisfactory control 
measures have not been developed 
The best polic y is to remove affected 
trees promptly, avoiding injury to 
near-by trees in felling. The bark 
should be removed from the stump, 
which is then painted with creosote 
or oil, All twigs, leaves and other 
refuse are burned. In white oaks, re 
moval of the affected branches by 
pruning may be an effective control 
measure. 

In the evening the group enjoyed

Chemistry of Trees. 

One of the most interesting discus 
sions of the entire program was that 
presented by Dr. Paul J. Kramer, 
Duke University, Durham, N. C., en 
titled “Relation of Environment and 
Physiology to Tree Growth.” Dr 
Kramer stated that we might consider 
the tree as a big chemical laboratory, 
and the tree man’s job is to keep 
this laboratory in good working or 
der. On a 6 to 8-inch oak there may 
be 25,000 leaves exposing 2,000 
sguare feet of leaf surface. Some 230 
pounds of sugar may be manufac 
tured in a year by such a tree. If in 
sects and diseases are allowed to re 
duce the effectiveness of the leat 
area, the manufacture of sugar is re 
duced. Of the total amount of sugar 
manufactured by the tree, some 115 
pounds are converted into new wood 
About forty per cent is used in 
respiration, releasing energy to build 
the new wood. Ten to fifteen per cent 

the sugar is stored in the tree, to 
he used to start growth the next 
spring. If food is not stored some of 
the branches may die. Girdling roots 
cut down translocation, and the roots 
may starve 

The tree may transpire thirty-five 
gallons or more of water during a 
summer day. This amount would 
represent all the water in a sand soil 
area thirty-five feet in diameter and 
three feet deep 

Trees must be supplied water and 
nutrients. Ten to fifteen pounds of

mineral elements may be absorbed 
per year. The two chief functions of 
the roots are anchorage and absorp- 
tion. There must be growing roots to 
support the tree, and, to have grow- 
ing roots, a well aerated soil is neces- 
sary. 

H. M. Van Wormer, Richmond, 
Va., presented an interesting discus 
sion on “Basic Tree Ailments Aug- 
mented by Girdling Roots.” Mr. Van 
Wormer reported on a survey he had 
conducted among twenty arborists in 
which they were asked to give their 
observations and experiences with 
girdling roots of trees. The following 
points were summarized from this 
survey: 

Borer attacks, while secondary, can 
be expected on all stagnated sap 
areas. Maples, especially the Norway 
maple, are more susceptible to ver- 
ticillum wilt where girdling roots are 
present. 

Many types of oak trees become 
afflicted with basal bark decays such 
as polyporus and fomes types. Gird- 
ling roots induce such things as leaf 
spot diseases, as well as stag-headed- 
ness. Dieback of elms, in many cases, 
is caused by root inactivity. 

Any elm weakened by girdling 
roots may become an outstanding tar- 
get for bark beetle attack. In Dutch 
elm disease areas many of these in- 
fested trees are victims of root stran- 
gulation, and, as a rule, they are early 
or first victims of Dutch elm disease 
also. Oil spraying on pin oaks and 
Japanese cherries infested with scale 
and having girdling roots is often 
fatal. Grade fills have a tendency to 
establish secondary root growth, and 
in many cases in compact soils, roots 
will double back to make a girdle 
Ambrosia beetle, white-pine beetle 
and hickory bark beetle are often 
found on root-girdled trees. 
Chemotherapy for Dutch Elm Disease. 

“Recent Chemotherapy Develop 
ments for Combating Dutch Elm Dis 
case” was discussed by Nestor Caro 
selli, Bartlett Tree Research Labora 
tory, Stamford, Conn. He spoke on 
the early history of the Dutch Elm 
and mentioned the early 
chemotherapy investigations started 
in 1940 at the University of Connec- 
ticut and those made at the Rhode 
Island agricultural experiment. sta 
tion in 1946. In experimental work 
conducted by Mr. Caroselli the indi 
cations are that the growth of the 
toxin is inhibited at a pH above 6.0 
Where calcium or magnesium lime is 
applied to the soil the wilt symptoms 
appear to be inhibited. A combina 
tion of calcium lime, an azo dye, a sili 
cate and urea give indications of he- 
ing the most effective material tested
